RUSSIAN TRADE BUBBLE EXPLODES 
T 
HERE has been a great deal of liquidation of one kind or an­ 


other in the United States during the past five years, but 
none has been more complete and convincing than the recent 
liquidation of all the wild claims which were made a few months 
ago as to the amount of trade that the United States would get 
with Soviet Russia* after that country’s government had been 
recognized by Uncle Sam. 
Newspapers with so-called "liberal” tendencies plastered 
themselves with headlines and editorials ballyhooing the story 
ot the amount of business Uncle Sam would get from Soviet 
Russia just as soon as ambassadors were exchanged between 
Moscow and Washington. Some of them even went so far as 
to state that the increase of our trade with Russia would amount 
to the difference between depression and prosperity, and that 
this business we would get from the “reds” would just about 
end the hard times in America. 
True it is that sound-thinking newspapers and financial ex­ 
perts pointed out time and again that there would be no im­ 
portant increase of trade with Russia unless we loaned Stalin the 
money with which to buy our goods. 
Their sensible observa­ 
tions were swept aside by the liberals and parlor pinks who 
seemed to think that recognition by the United States of the 
communist government would just about usher in the millen­ 
nium. 
Now a few mpnths later, after the excitement has died 
down, and the ambassadors have been exchanged, what do we 
find? 
No increase in trade between the United States and Rus­ 
sia. 
Furthermore, the ruling of Attorney General Cummings 
that Russia cannot get credit in the United States until she makes 
arrangement to pay what she owes us, we are told has caused 
“anger” and talk of “reprisals” against Uncle Sam, in dear old 
Moscow.

other in the United States during the past five years, but 


none has been more complete and convincing than the recent 
liquidation of all the wild claims which were made a few months 
ago as to the amount of trade that the United States would get 
with Soviet Russia-, after that country's government had been 
recognized by Uncle Sam. 


Newspapers with so-called "liberal" tendencies plastered 


themselves with headlines and editorials ballyhooing the story 
of the amount of business Uncle Sam would get from Soviet 
Russia just as soon as ambassadors were exchanged between 
Moscow and Washington. Some of them even went so far as 
to state that the increase of our trade with Russia would amount 
to the difference between depression and prosperity, and that 
this business we would get from the "reds" would just about 
end the hard times in America. 


True it is that sound-thinking newspapers and financial ex- 


perts pointed out time and again that there would be no im- 
portant increase of trade with Russia unless we loaned Stalin the 
money with which to buy our goods. Their sensible observa- 
tions were swept aside by the liberals and parlor pinks who 
seemed to think that recognition by the United States of the 
communist government would just about usher in the millen- 
nium. 


Now a few months later, after the excitement has died 


down, and the ambassadors have been exchanged, what do we 
find? 
No increase in trade between the United States and Rus- 


sia. 
Furthermore, the ruling of Attorney General Cummings 


that Russia cannot get credit in the United States until she makes 
arrangement to pay what she owes us, we are told has caused 
"anger" and talk of "reprisals" against Uncle Sam, in dear old 
Moscow. There has been no negotiations for a debt settlement, 
despite promises made at the time the recognition negotiations 
were carried on. And now, we are informed, Russian authori- 
ties will instruct Russian trade organizations to refrain from plan- 
ning the purchase of/any articles from the United States which 
can be bought elsewhere. Not only have we failed to gain more 
trade from Red Russia by recognizing her—we have actually 
been threatened with aji anti-American boycott because we in- 
sist on a settlement of old debts before any new credits are in- 
curred! 
Up to this time the Russian apologists have failed to 


find a suitable answer to this one. 


Of course we should have known better and we would 


have known better had we been intelligent enough to recall 
what happened after Great Britain and France recognized Soviet 
Russia. 
Ten years or more have passed since then, and up to 


this time, Russia has failed to "come across" and negotiate a 
settlement of its debt to these two nations, although a promise 
was made that this would be done.
